convention will open a three days session 
in Dublin, Tuesday, Sept. 1. John P. Bil- 
lon M. P., regarding the convention, aaid 
this morning "I do not expect miracles 
from the convention but do see the strong- 
est ground for hope that it will provide a 
tasis for reunion. 


"H will afford an opportunity for all 


Irish nationalists who are disgusted with 
the contentions and divisions of the past 
few yean to make their voices heard. 
The divisions among the Irish members of 
Parliament cast discredit upon Ireland 
and paralyzes the power of the Irish 
me'iibcrs. Dessensions and questions of 
personality should not be tolerated by the 
Iris a people. 


"Any delegate may lay any proposal 


before the convention. Delegates are in- 
vited from the United 9t»tea, Ca-jnda, and j 
Australia, because it was felt that the 
presence of representative 
men from 


tboe countries which have given such 
splendid aid to the National party will 
add weight to the convention." 


The air being filled with rumors that 


not so much harmony existed as Dillon's 
remarks might lead one to suppose an 
Associated Press representative saw T. P. 
Hcalv, M. P., who said, "I am not going 
to attend the convention. Twenty-five of 
my friends will also stay away. The con- 
vention as a meeting of the Irish race is a 
fraud." 


"It is called for the simple purpose of 


legitimatizing the position of Dillon. It 
il a 11 very well to talk about delegates 
from Australia, America and Canada, but 
they will be controlled, became it is im- 
possible for them to understand the exact 
situation of affairs. 


"Any fame convention of the Irish race 


would be called on a definite statement of 
principles. 
Dillon talks about being 


pledged to the members of his party, yet 
since last autumn he has been continu- 
ously turning me out of the party. 


Outside of the Dillonites the opinion 


expressed by Healy seems to prevail. 
Jobn Redmond being absent 
Patrick 


O 'Brien said, "I am not going to attend the 
convention, nor any Parnellite. Dillon and 
friends passed a resolution that Redmond 
and his friends be invited, but that's all I 
ever heard of it. 
The convention won't 


do anything not even Dillon's own party. 
The object of course is to raise funds." 


Col. Saunderson said: "No one ex 


pects the convention to result in any- 
thing. Whatever Dillon says is white, 
Healy declares is black, and Redmond 
pronounces unmistakably red. The peo- 
ple are utterly disgusted with the leaden.

SCRIPT and the brief demands made in 
response by the printers we think will 
best give the clearest information abou* 
the matter. 


NORTH ADAMS, August 17, 1898. 


To President Pierce of the Federation 


of Labor ami Comm ittee from Ty pograph- 
cal Union, 
DEAR SIRS:— On August 9, at your re- 


quest we met you in a conference over 
the troubles the printers of the local 
union have complained of. At that time 
yon submitted to us a proposition in 
writing, but as your committee did not 
se: fit to leave it with ns we are unable to 
give it here in detail. 


Its main points were as follows: 
That Mr. Besoott should leave the tech- 


nical points concerning his relations with 
the typographical union to be decided up- 
on by the International Typographical 
union: 


That we should discharge within three 


weeks all non-union printers in our em- 
ploy; 


That we should reinstate the men who 


left this office last March; • 


That this office should be organized as a 


union office. 


That in the future none bnt union men 


should be employed by us. 
. These are the features of the proposition 
as w« understand, them. We desire to 
meet you half way, or more than half way, 
in efforts toward settling this matter. 


In regard to Mr. Bescott's connection 


with the Typographical union and what 
disposition he should make of his card, 
we have not the power to say what he 
shall do, that being a matter wholly 
between himself and the union. 
But it 


would seem to ns that there should be no 
difficulty la the adjustment of that tech- 
nical point among yourselves. 


In regard to the discharge of our pres- 


ent employes we would say, that on 
March 8 we met a committee of printers 
from the local union at their request. 
They told us of the trouble that had 
arisen between themselves and Mr. Res- 
cott the afternoon previous at the close of 
the working hours. 
We met that com- 


mittee twice on March 8, and finally at 
our suggestion it was agreed that the 
technical point between them and Mr. 
Bescott should be left open until, the next 
regular meeting of the union, which we 
understood was to be on the evening of 
the 10th. 


Meanwhile it was distinctly understood, 


as was stated three times at the last meat- 
ing on the 8th., that the printers were to 
come to work as usual on the next morn- 
ing, Monday the 9th., and that we would 
meet their representative, the district or- 
ganizer, as they requested on Monday 


The printers without notifying us in 


any way, broke their agreement, did not 
come to work Menday morning and their 
representative did not keep the appoint- 
ment. The first word that we received 
from them was on the following Thursday 
morning, and meanwhile they did not 
come to work. 


When we found on Monday that they 


were not <!omtng to work, it was an ab- 
solute necessity to employ other help. 
In order to secure help, we were obliged 
to guarantee permanent situations. This 
we did, and the help we then employed 
and now have are working on that agree- 
ment. 


These complications arose through no 


fault of ours or of our present employes. 
For these reasons we cannot ia honor dis- 
charge them to reinstate those who left us. 


However, notwithstanding the efforts 


that have been made to injure our busi- 
ness, we are willing to do this; to have 
our office regarded as what is recognized 
by the Typographical union as an "open 
office." Vacancies are likely to occur in 
our office at any time and any man apply- 
ing for a situation here will be considered 
on his merits regardless of the fact 
whether he is a union man or not. 


We recognize the value of a good, hon- 


est, well regulated union, and if in the 
plan which we propose it should seem de- 
sirable to the printers in our employ to 
have this a union office, it will be satisfac- 
tory to ns to have them make it such, pro- 
vided the local union shows by its action 
that it is managed as a good union 
should be. 


We know of no plan that would be 


fairer or more just to all concerned than 
this. 


TRANSCRIPT PUBLISHING Co. 


The printers declined to accept the 


above proposition and returned it to us. 
They submitted the following:

FOR WORKINGMEN. 


Small Savings That areXertaln to Return 


Larg« Interest. 


There is a widespread idea that books 


are costly luxuries, and that only those 
possessed of abundant means can afford 
to be the owners of works covering a very 
wide range of topics. Heiioe mauy men, 
young as well as old, who are desirous of 
educating themselves aie prevented from 
so doing simply because ic is impossible 
iSr them to spare the money needed for 
obtaining the necessary books. 
It is 


quite true that the possession of a com- 
plete library involves large expenditure 
which is beyond the reach of persons oi 
humble means. But it is a, fact that the 
ability to educate one's self does not de- 
pend upon large exoenditure for books. 
At best an education is but an epitomiza- 
tion of the knowledge of others, and docs 
not involve original research except in a 
few oases. To obtain such an epitomiza- 
tiou does not necessarily involve a de- 
tailed study of all the works upon any de- 
sired topic, since this has already been 
done by the best scholars. The results of 
those labors are confined in that great 
condensation known as the Encyclopedia 
Brtannica. This encyclopedia is the pool- 
man's complete library. In it is the con- 
centrated wisdom of the best minds the 
world has ever seen. It is authoritative 
and complete. 


But even encyclopedias are oftentimes
